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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Pat. No. 4,770,451 to Souza. 

After careful re-consideration of the reference, it's apparent that the magnet (142) 
is inserted in an area that is directly adjacent to the bolt, directly adjacent the strike plate 
and directly adjacent the door (when the device is arranged as shown in its door-locking 
position), even though the magnet may not be functionally required for the locking 
process. The law of anticipation requires that a distinction be made between the 
invention described or taught and the invention claimed. It does not require that the 
reference "teach" what the subject patent teaches. Assuming that a reference is 
properly "prior art," it is only necessary that the claims under consideration "read on" 
something disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations of the claim are found in the 
reference, or "fully met" by it. Kalman v. Kimberly-Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 789. 
Otherwise, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize other broadly-recited steps to 
be taught by the reference where any of the protruding (with respect to its installed 
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position) parts of the lock anticipate "handle" limitation and are intended to be used for 
handling the lock in its intended use. 

As regards claims 12,13, either of the large holes on left right sides (as shown in 
Fig 6, or the upper and lower fastener holes (on right side) read on "pair of apertures" 
limitation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7-1 0 are allowed. 

4. It is suggested that the 'two pairs of apertures at one end' limitation be added to 
claim 1 1 as part of step of inserting for example. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not entirely 
persuasive. 

The law of anticipation requires that a distinction be made between the invention 
described or taught and the invention claimed. It does not require that the reference 
"teach" what the subject patent teaches. Assuming that a reference is properly "prior 
art," it is only necessary that the claims under consideration "read on" something 
disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations of the claim are found in the reference, or 
"fully met" by it. Kalman v. Kimberly-Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 789. Further more, claims 
in a pending application should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re 
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Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). The reference inherently teaches all steps 
including "inserting a magnet in an area directly adjacent to said bolt, directly adjacent 
to said strike plate". Placing 1 36/142 into the door lock position inherently places the 
magnet very near the strike plate which one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize is 
in contact with the bolt. The language defining the steps and the arrangement are 
broad. For example, the term "adjacent" does not require direct contact but has art- 
accepted meaning as 'near by'. It is the examiner's position that all steps defining the 
present invention inherently occur as the device of the reference is placed into the door 
locked position. 

The claim includes limitation that requires the magnet is inserted in an area 
"directly adjacent" the bolt but does not require the magnet to contact the bolt. In fact, 
the presently-disclosed magnet does not contact the bolt. Consequently, the term 
"directly adjacent to" must be interpreted broadly to read on the disclosed invention. 
However, in order to distinguish from the prior art, Applicant argues that the term 
"directly adjacent" must be interpreted more narrowly with respect to the strike plate, so 
as to require contact/engagement with the strike plate. While Applicant may intend 
some different, or some more particular interpretation of the different limitations, 
consistent interpretation of the claim language, consistent with plain meaning of the 
terms has not defined any particular step that can be relied upon to patentably 
distinguish from the teachings of the well known prior art in the same field of endeavor 
due to broad terms used to define the process of using. Arguments related to Souza 
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'451 's disclosure of a storage position are beside the point where that is not the grounds 
of rejection.
